Republic of Central and Booth 
America to participate in an expo- 
sition to be held in San Diego, Cali- 
fornia, tbrooghottt the entire year of 
1916,aud iheie is every reason to be- 
lieve thai the resolution will be 
passed at tbe extrft session. 

It came as a gurj/ripe to pome of 
the senators and coiigreNBmen. to 
learn that two expositions are to be 
held lu California in 1916, add both 
for the purposr of celebrating the 
openintr of the Panama Canal, but 
the representatives of tbeS4n Diego 
project, now In Waabington were 
able to siiow an aKreement entered 
into tMtwfieu the two exposition or- 
ganiaationa in California, whereby 
the San Francisco organizers agreed 
to assist the Sau Diego people to get 
the present exposition veaohitinn 
through, after Ban Francisco had se- 
cured federal recognitiou for her ex- 
position. This agreement was sign- 
ed more than a year ago. 

There is no opposition to tbe San- 
i Diago exposition resolation appar- 
ent. Senator John D. Works, of 
California, one of ttie Progressives, 
latrodobed It In the Senate, aud 
Cont^reosman Raker, from one of the 
Northern Calilornia districts, aud a 
Democrat, iutrodnee Itin-tbeHonsa. 

Col. D. C. Collier, of San Diego, 
Director General of the San Diego 
exposition, who heads a delegation 
of San Diego citizens and exposition 
officials now in Washingon, ex- 
plains that San Diego was first to 
the field with a project to celebrate 
the Canal openini; by an interna- 
tional exposition, and that Snn 
Diego has never let up on the pio- 
Jeot since It was started. Follow^ 
log tbe Binning of the agreement 
wltb Sau Farncisco, San Diego con- 
sented to keep Its project in the 
background until San Francisco 
had won its lecoguitiun from the 
government, bat during tbat period 
San Diejio proceeded to complete an 
organization of exposition workers, 
which contains John C. Olmsted, of 
Boston, celebrated laudscape archi- 
tect, who is layinK out the exposi- 
tion grounds In Balboa Park, In San 
DiVfCdi Bertram G. Goodhue, great- 
est-exponent of SDanlsb-Coloolal 
architecture in tbe world, wbo is de- 
signing buildings to form tbe great 
■'MiesiAn City," that will house the 
San Die^o exf osition, and Frank P. 
Alien, Jr., who will be director of 
Works, and who was selected be- 
cause he was tlie man who complet 
ed tbe Alaska- Yukon exposition in 
nineteen months, and had It ready 
on time. 

Director General Collier has as- 
sured the members of Congress that 

San Diego is not intending to rival 
San Francisco in tbe matter of an 
exposition, bat will balld and open 
an exposition that Is to be entirely 
unique, and different from any ot- 
her exposition ever held. It is not 
to be a "sideshow*' to San Francis- 
co's exposition, either, - but a great 
spectacular and artistic exposition, 
with tbe biggest Indian Congress 
ever held as one of Its attractions. 

The city of Sau Diego already haB 
raised $2,000,000, aud placed it in the 
hands of the exposition organisation 
for preliminary work. The State of 
California has pledged half a mil- 
lion mors.

"The efforts of the American Med- 
ical AssocKtlon tj have a national 
department of baaltb created, he 
sald,ml»htbe oompai^ed to an ef- 
fort to unite ,the State aud tbe 
obnreh. Tba reault of uniting the 
state and medicine. Dr. Crutcher 
held, would be detrimental to tbe 
latter. He said that. competltlQU 
should determine which system waa 
tbe beat. 

"The movement Is not confined to 
doqtt>rs, but Is backed by laymen, be 
said. Tbe majority of tba membera 
are laymen, aud the league has no 
flgbt against aav "stib.ool," or sys- 
tem, except what Dr. ^Ateber call- 
ed the "political ootrrle" of the 
Amerlcal .
